The phonograph record mentioned above which was 
described in our letter to the President's Commission on 1-23-64 
was made available to our Atlanta Office during our investigation 
of the assassination. The DLRA was organized in Atlanta in 
19G2 reportedly for the purpose of opposing communism, marxism, 
Mongrelism, and so forth. The organization has been active in 
distributing anti-Jewish and anti-Negro phonograph records and 
literature. The record mentioned in Document Number 304 makes 
a number of wild allegations in connection with the assassination 
and is extremely anti-Jewish and anti-Negro throughout. It 
attempts to show that^the communist-Jewish conspiracy was 
responsible for the assassination and subsequent events. It is 
also critical of the FBI for not trailing Oswald in Dallas 
prior to the assassination. The record is narrated by Butterworth 
who in 1962 was Public Relations Director of the United Clans 
of America. Butterworth has a long record of Ku Klux Elan 
activity. 

Under the guidelines established by the White House, 
there is no reason for this Document not to be placed in the 
public domain. This determination was coordinated with 
Supervisor J. W, Hines of the General Investigative Division 
and Supervisor Robert E. Lenihan of the Domestic Intelligence 
- t- Divfcbn.
